He 
was called to explain why, as gov­ 
ernor elect, he had sent a telegram to 
the state canal board requesting it to 
defer action in the matter of a $3,000,- 
000 canal contract, upon which Stew­ 
art was lowest bidder. 
Stewart, who 
failed to get the contract, testified at 
a previous hearing that a man named 
Gaffney had asked him for a con 
tribution of 5 per cent of the contract. 
Sulzer said that he had sent the 
telegram because lie had been told by 
George H. McGuire of Syracuse that 
there was danger that Stew art’s bids 
would be thrown out and that this 
would be a great injustice to Stewart 
and the state of New York. 


Accused of “Butting In.” 
For having requested 
the 
canal 
board to defer action in the m atter 
Murphy summoned him, Sulzer said, 
and told him that he was "butting in 
where he did not belong’’ and that he 
was “not beginning 
right as gov­ 
ernor.” 
When Sulzer resented this and told 
the Tammany chief that he Intended 
to be his own governor he swore that 
Murphy replied: 
“Like hell you will! 
Iii see where 
you’ll end up, damned quick.”

marked his first clash with Murphy. 
Sulzer said that Senator O’Gorman, 
whose law partner, George Gordon 
Battle, took Stew art’s case up with 
the canal board, congratulated him on 
having sent the telegram.

mody, a member of the canal board, 
that Stewart ought to get the con­ 
tract and had sought to “get him jus­ 
tice.” 
The other members of the 
board, however, outvoted the attorney 
general 6 to I. 
Sulzer said he sent the telegram on 
Dec. 19 and the next day, he said. 
John H. Delaney, now commissioner 
of the bureau of efficiency at Albany, 
came to see him at his office. 
“He seemed very much perturbed,” 
continued Sulzer. 
“He said, ‘My God, what have you 
done? 
You have spilled the beans.

there is a difference of opinion be­ 
tween cabinet officers. 
Already quite a number of vexed 
questions have arisen in which sena­ 
tors have disagreed with m enders of 
the cabinet and where Democratic del­ 
egations have had serious differences, 
but they were finally settled by the de­ 
cision going in favor of the "man 
highest up”—that is, the senator gets 
the best of a member of the house and 
a cabinet officer gets the best of the 
senator. 
But when two cabinet off! 
cers disagree then there is real trou 
hie. 
Bryan’s Influence. 
Having been prominently before the I 
people for sixteen years and three 
times a candidate for president, it is 
natural that Secretary Bryan’s influ­ 
ence is sought by more Democrats 
than any one person, 
it Is also nat­ 
ural that he wants to look after his 
friends. 
As a consequence the sec 
retary of state must look for jobs in 
other departments. 
It Is said that 
these efforts have caused friction at 
times, for cabinet officers want to han­ 
dle all the positions under their de 
pnrtments. 
When they recommend a 
man for a place they think they ought 
to get it. but sometimes It falls to the 
man selected by Mr. Bryan. 


W ill Not Retire. 
I do not believe that Chief Justice 
W hite will retire and that former 
President Taft will be appointed to 
the place. 
The chief Justice is an ac­ 
tive. vigorous man even if he is ap 
preaching the age of retirement—sev­ 
enty years. 
Such retirements are op­ 
tional. 
No chief justice In a century 
has voluntarily retired. 
He has died 
in the harness. 
For at least six years 
rumors were constantly retiring the 
late Chief Justice Fuller aud placing 
some other distinguished man In his 
place. 
But he died as chief justice. 


Fowler’s Comparison. 
Congressman Fowler of Illinois, re­ 
plying to Republicans who had been 
talking hard times, said: “It reminds 
me of old times. 
Every time my fa­ 
ther whipped me I cried, but be ad­ 
ministered the punishment for the pur­ 
pose of correcting the boy.
